SMUG is second 
city airiine 

“I’m smugger than Bill Thompson. I remember 
Sierra Madre’s aviation field in 1919,” Daphne 
Alley said as she held up a copy of the front page 
of the Dec. 5, 1919 edition of The News. 

Thompson is founder and president of Sierra 
Madre United Global Airlines, recently organized in 
town. Alley was referring to an article about Thomp¬ 
son and his choice of name for the airline in a 
recent edition of The News. 

There in the 1919 edition of The News was the 
headline, “SIERRA MADRE GETS AVIATION 
FIELD,” in bold type. And the subhead read, “The 
Flying Field has been Secured for Sierra Madre and 
Work Begun.” 

Alley’s father, Walter Wright Alley, and Len

cribe a young man who 
seems to have everything 
going for him? He is 
good looking, intelli¬ 
gent, athletic and a win¬ 
ner in several fields. 

Carl Giles, son of 
Margaret Marsh of Sier¬ 
ra Madre, won the con¬ 
ference .championship 
for hammer throwing 
and for the shot putt. 
He was Conference Ath¬ 
lete of'Southern Califor¬ 
nia for the year and he 
broke the Wisconsin 
state record for hammer 
throwing. 

DuTing his first year of 
college at Claremont, he 
joined the Reserve Of¬ 
ficer Training Corps, 
thinking it would leach 
him about “leadership, 
management and self 
confidence.” He prompt¬ 
ly won a three-year 
scholarship and stayed at 
Claremont and then 
went on to advance 
ROTC camp. During his 
junior year he became 
Cadet Battalion Com¬ 
mander. He thrived on 
it and had a staff of five 
cadets. 

In April of that year, 
15 universities were in-

T. Eliel were completing the ofganization of ihe s vols^d in an ROTC se 
Sierra" Aifci-aft 'Corporation,'according to the aA'«iF»n&r> and OHes too-^ 
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tide. The corporation was to operate a flying' 
school, “a passenger carrying business and sell air¬ 
planes and motors.” Formal opening of the “Air¬ 
drome” was tentatively set for Dec. 21 that year. 

The Alley family had lived in Sierra Madre a 
year at that point and Alley “saw the future of 
aviation,” his daughter remembers. “He thought 
that airplanes were not just for stunts as many 
others believed, when the Armistice was signed, 
everything (in flying) went dead.” 

Not quite dead, according to the piece in The 
News. The Sierra Airport which was also known as 
the Hastings Airport, was founded by Alley and he 
was also responsible for the construction of the 
hangar and preparation of the field. Alley had been 
an engineer, working under Donald Douglas and 
for Glen L. Martin at his Los Angeles factory 
from September, 1914, until Martin moved to Cle¬ 
veland in 1917. Alley did his best to keep flying 
alive and he did for three years. 

Operators at the field were Eliel who also 
served as president of the company. D. D. Mc¬ 
Donald, Eddie Barnhart and C. R. Little Aircraft 
Company were also a part of the action. It was Barn¬ 
hart who had designed and built the two-motored 
biplane known as the Wampus Cat which was 
based at the illustrious airport. However, a freak 
windstorm blew down from the mountains and 
demolished the hanger and did its best to destroy

For fun he gave 
it a throw and after a 
week-and-a-half broke 
the school record.

Foothill area people have a chance to hear 
Dianne Morrissey whose near-death experience, 
“NDE,” totally changed her life. She will appear at 
Victory Park, Pasadena, July 9, 16, 23 and 30. 
Those wishing more information or reservations 
should call Pasadena City Hall. 

The dramatic change in her life came follow¬ 
ing her electrocution and subsequent 23-minute 
death. For that length of time, Morrissey had no 
life signs and yet she “came back’’with no adverse 
health effects. 

And she came back with an increased psychic 
awareness and knowledge of what is on “the other 
side.” When she returned to the world, she asked 
herself, “Oh, shoot, why did 1 choose this?” 

Her experiences during that 23-minute interim 
are much like those noted by others after near- 
death experiences. Before her NDE, she had read 
nothing in the field. What she had heard she 
disbelieved. But she disbelieves no more. 

Nine years ago in June, Morrissey was pre¬ 
paring for a party in her Santa Fe Springs home. 
She had metal curlers in her wet hair, was bare¬ 
foot, and was leaving to pick up last-minute snacks 
when she noticed that her fish tank was leaking. 
Morrissey leaned over, picked up the copper tubing 
that was spilling water, and the water squirted her 
face. She recalls that the water felt like a paper 
cut on her face. There was no pain, just a feeling 
of deep fatigue. 

Her last thought, before she lost consciousness, 
was, “I shouldn’t have touched that (copper tu¬ 


bing).” 

She remembers watching something “fall out” 
of her body and then trying to pick up the phone 
to call for help. Her hand went through the re¬ 
ceiver. 

“1 knew I was Dianne Morrissey — she 
was on the floor — but I sensed a new environ¬ 
ment. Then people began arriving and they called 
the paramedics.” 

During those 23 minutes when she had no heart

The most unfortunate aspect of these 
Injuries and fatalities is the fact that most 
are preventable with a little common 
sense, according to Joseph M. Kaplan, 
president of the Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter of the National Safety Council. 

The Safety Council offers these safe¬ 
ty tips to southlanders in the hopes that 
together we can make this Fourth of July 
a safe one. 

• Cooking out of doors Is a great Ame¬ 
rican tradition. Failure to read lighting 
instructions on the fluid or fuel, lack of 
proper ventilation and Improper disposal 
of still-warm coals are throe common mis¬ 
takes which can easily be avoided. Allow¬ 
ing children to play near the barbeque is 
another accident waiting to happen. Pro¬ 
vide other activities for the children to 
enjoy while the food is being prepared, 
a Fireworks, properly displayed, rep¬ 
resent our fight for freedom. Improperly 
displayed, they represent over 8000 sec¬ 
ond- and third-degree burns, lacerations 
and eye Injuries. Never let children use 
fireworks unsupervised. Most injuries hap¬ 
pen to children 14 years of age or young¬ 
er. Take the family to community-spon¬ 
sored displays. They’re spectacular.

Behold, the 
writing machine 

One hundred years ago today, July 3, 
1886, Ottmar Mergenthaler’s miracle Lino¬ 
type machine was installed and used at 
the New York Tribune. It was a “printing 
machine” that he had been perfecting for 
two years. 

Others before him had looked for new 
ways to increase the efficiency of print¬ 
ing. One of those was Johann Gutenberg, 
15th century inventor. Gutenberg perfect¬ 
ed a method of using type that contained 
a series of two letters each that often 
form combinations. And still it was neces¬ 
sary to hand set all type used in printed 
material. 

With Mergenthaler’s invention of the 
Linotype came an amazing ability to set 
type more quickly. It literally revolution¬ 
ized the newspaper, magazine and book 
industry. Instead of relying on the fastest 
skilled hand-typesetter who can compose 
about 2000 letters per hour, the new Lino¬ 
type made it possible for an operator to 
compose at least 6000. 

In 1880 there were 571 newspapers in 
the United States. Twenty years later, 
there were 2226. 

The workings of the Linotype machine 
are amazing. As the operator strikes keys 
on a keyboard much like a typewriter, 
selected matricles fall from a magazine 
and are brought into line. Words are auto¬ 
matically spaced or justified to full-column 
width by wedge-shaped bard. Molten me¬ 
tal is pumped into the mold formed and 
the entire line of characters, called a slug, 
is produced. The matrices are returned to 
their proper slots in the magazine, ready 
for the next moment’s use. Of course, the 
metal is melted down and reused. 

Today, of course, these miracle ma¬ 
chines have been replaced by computers, 
by modern photographic and electronic 
typesetting technology. A few job shops, 
including the Sierra Madre News, still 
have Linotypes in use. The News has two 
of the antique machines — an electric, 
which is still in use occasionally for spec¬ 
tators, and a gas machine that was turned 
off five years ago. 

Soon the workmen who were trained 
to use the machines will be no more and 
the art will be lost just as that of the 
hand compositor before him. 

The News invites everyone to come in 
and view these old dinosaurs of another 
newspaper era. This fall, when the Sierra 
Madre News celebrates its 80th year of 
continuous operation, we will have a per¬ 
iod set aside when the public may come 
in and view all of our wonderful'antique 
machines in action. You will read more 
about that before October.

The earliest mention 
of our city cannon, built 
by Krupp Armaments, 
Germany, in 1905, was 
in the Sierra Madre News 
dated Mar. 30. 1928. 

“A cement pedestal 
will be placed under the 
cannon. The action was 
taken at the meeting of 
the council Tuesday 
night at the request of 
the local Legion Post. 
The pedestal will per¬ 
manently anchor the 
sometimes wandering 
cannon in the location 
now occupied by the re¬ 
lic of the Great World 
War. The sum of $25 
was allowed for the pro¬ 
ject,” the article says. 

According to some of 
the local gentry, the can¬ 
non, during the ’30s, 
held various trophies of 
nighttime activity in the 
park and oftentimes, 
large firecrackers start¬ 
led many nearby res- 
idetits in the wee hours 
of the morning. Youtig- 
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siers and oldsters at the 
lime utilized the cannon 
barrel for many nefar¬ 
ious purposes and if was 
agreed by the Legion 
that the barrel would be 
cemented for timely rea¬ 
sons. 

Another article in The 
News, dated Sept. 25, 
1936, staled in the obit¬ 
uary of Capi. Clarence 
Nicholas Barker that 
dentist Barker, Maj. 
Charles Floyd and FJor- 
old Roberts were mem¬ 
bers of the planning 
board that plotted the ci¬ 
ty park. Capi. Barker, 
a generous and civic- 
minded person, present¬ 
ed the bronze inscribed 
plaque on which the can¬ 


non stands, and was also 
instrumental in obtain¬ 
ing the field piece for the 
city in 1926. 

In yet another article 
in The News, dated Aug. 
20, 1942, members of the 
local Legion Post voted 
unanimously Ki keep the 
cannon in the park, 
whereas other cities 
throughout the nation 
were donating their old 
artillery pieces to the 
scrap drives. The 1942 
article also slated that 
the cannon came from 
the War Department in 
1926 when Maj. Floyd 
was Legion Commander 
and the cannon was 
placed where it is today. 


At the time, there was 
a heated controversy, 
when some local citizens 
opposed its installation 
in a public place on the 
grounds that it would 
have a psychological ef¬ 
fect on children. 

Larry Ballard, Past 
Commander of our local 
Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. Post 3208, asked 
about the history of the 
cannon in 1982, when 
the Post located and 
commissioned a wheel¬ 
wright to make new can¬ 
non wheels. It has been 
restored and kepf by 
Post members and now 
has been in our park for 
60 years. It hasn’t had 
any adverse effect on our 
children, as evidenced by 
autographs on the bar¬ 
rel. 

It no longer faces ci¬ 
ty hall, but has direct 
aim at the Petite Beau¬ 
ty Salon. Don’t worry, it 
hasn’t been fired since 
World War 1 and is now 
only a memento of the 
past.

Notes from the Attic

— July 3, 1936: Sierra Madre builders and 
contractors forum, founded by City Building 
Inspector Jack Hasford, has recently received 
a letter from California Redwood Association, 
complimenting him on his work of the fo¬ 
rum . . . John E. O’Grady got a rude 
surprise last week when police called to inquire 
if he was dead. His sister in Columbus, Ohio, 
had asked the police to investigate a report 
had been seen that Mr. O’Grady had died 
and that his estate was being settled. John 
telephoned his sister that he was much alive. 

— July 5, 1951: Councilman Herman Barter 
announced that Sierra Madre pumped a total of 
1584.14 acre feet of water from the wells 
during the 1950-51 year. There were three days 
of no pumping when the city’s reservoir 
was drained for cleaning . . . The new four- 
classroom addition at the city school is now 
completed and ready to house first grade 
students . . . J. C. Laube, park foreman, 
resigned recently after more than 27 years of 


service to Sierra Madre. 

— July 6, 1961: Fire Marshal Bert Embree 
was sliding for home base at Heasley Field 
when he was tagged by Ray Obazawa, catcher 
for Little League. While Umpire Chuck Hart¬ 
man watched, Bert didn’t make it . . . 
Capt. Henry B. Neutzel, WWII veteran and 
former Sierra Madre City Councilman, was 
called back into service in the past few weeks 
for refresher course training. 

— July 1, 1976: Mary Catherine Meursinge 
was elected as city treasurer of the mythical 
city of Burbank, California Girls’ State, which 
was held recently . . . Tommy Miller Jr. 
finished his work in Sierra Madre. It was in 
the late ’20s the ice man made his rounds in 
a box-covered wagon drawn by a single horse 
and painted in filigree lettering, “The Sierra 
Madre Ice Company.” A brass bell ringing with 
a pitch and the wagon road over the uneven 
road made the rounds. Miller remembers the 
early days when customers would hear the ring¬ 
ing of the tell and children would run after 
the ice wagon, hoping to take a few chips to 
suck. Those were the days. 


Up until the 20th cen¬ 
tury, the standard pro¬ 
cedure for theatrical 
companies was to de¬ 
velop a repertoire of 
plays which would use 
the full talents of each 
member of a limited 
company and then to 
present them one after 
the other with no more 
than two or three per¬ 
formances of the same 
play in a row. Traveling 
companies would do a 
quick sequence so that 
the farmer or miner in 
town for a few days 
could snatch several 
nights of culture if so 
inclined.

Today, quilts are an expensive item and she 
shows one which she purchased for S2I00. 

She stores her quilts on a cardboard roll 
covered with muslin. She simply slides them under 
the bed for safe keeping, she says. 


A nationally-known quilter, Judy Mount, ac¬ 
tually began her training at Creative Arts Group 
in Sierra Madre during the years 1974-75 and has 
gone on to become a popular stitcher of authen¬ 
tically-designed quilts. This newly-discovered an¬ 
cient art has inspired many people such as Mount 
not only to take up the needle, so to speak, but 
also to delve into the history of the craft. 

The quilt tradition actually began centuries ago, 
probably in Asia. Back then humans realized that if 
they filled sacks with grass, their beds became 
warmer. Soon they elevated their beds to provide 
more warmth and safety. Mount explains. Egypt¬ 
ians used patchwork'on their sails at least 1000 
years before Christ. The Crusaders used quilting 
for their garments both for warmth and pro¬ 
tection. Quilted garments were worn underneath 
armor. 

In the 18th century. North American quilts 
became very popular and every young girl was 
taught to sew. Mount says. “They combined text¬ 
iles in forms as a painter uses brushes. They were 
the original Cubists.’’ 

Soon quilting became an integral part of Ame¬ 
rican life no matter what the woman’s economic- 
status. Quilting bees were held in solemn recog-

born prematurely and who received an 
oversupply of oxygen during the first few days 
of life. These children developed the condition 
retrolental fibroplasia which causes both 
blindness and brain damage. These students’ 
handicaps vary among emotional, sensory and 
intellectual deprivation. 

Kit-Bacon Gressitt who runs the Sierra 
Madre center, notes that this population has 
suffered in society because there are so few 
training centers. There are schools to take care 
of the blind and programs for the 
dcvelopmentally handicapped but nothing for 
those who have both problems, at least not 
until CLIMB was formed. 

Gressitt says CLIMB stresses self-help 
skills from personal hygiene to cooking - 
marketing and money management. Most of 
the students have part-time jobs in the center’s 
workshop, doing assembly or mailing chores 
for companies. They receive paychecks and 
are encouraged to participate in the 
community’s commercial area. 

Their white canes precede them as they 
find their way around the town, assimilating 
well into the community that welcomes them 
gladly. 


The Center for Living Independence for 
the Multihandicapped Blind (CLIMB) will 
be part of the Sierra Madre July 4th parade in 
a big way. The school is participating as 
honorary grand marshal, along with Dallas 
Raines, and with Grand Marshal Woody 
Strode. 

Why is this group honored by the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce? Because Sierra 
Madreans believe the school exemplifies the 
town’s special care and uniqueness, a place 
where all people, handicapped or not, may 
live in harmony and happiness. 

The school was begun eight years ago 
and now nearly 50 students are involved in 
the many programs available at the three 
CLIMB facilities. Welcomed are those who 
are severely disabled, those non-ambulatory 
cases housed in Alhambra; better-functioning 
students at the Sierra Madre facility; and those 
who are able to live by themselves in a nearby 
group home called PRIDE. And there are 
some who are finally allowed to live in off-site 
apartments. 

Those students are blind and 
dcvelopmentally disabled, some since birth. 
Most are among those who in the ’SOs were

Donor gives patriotic 
gifts to Bergensmith 


Sandra Kelly of Sierra 
Madre generously shared 
the background and ori¬ 
gin of our ‘‘Pledge of 
Allegiance” and we, in 
turn, share it with our' 
readers. Ed. 

To us Americans 
who have recited the 
Pledge of Allegiance so 
often, it seems almost 
impossible that the pledge 
was not written imme¬ 
diately after the Decla¬ 
ration of Independence. 

Actually, it was writ¬ 
ten by Francis J. Bel¬ 
lamy in 1892 and the 
proof is in his own hand¬ 
writing. 

Rev. Bellamy was a 
Mason from Little Falls, 
N.Y. and a member of 
the ‘‘Youth’s Compan¬ 
ion” magazine staff. The 
“Companion” was a ju¬ 
venile periodical of Bos¬ 
ton. He was appointed 
by Daniel S. -Ford, own¬ 
er of the magazine, as 
national chairman of a 
committee to enlist the 
support of educators, 
rnayors, governors and 
members of Congress to 
see that all school child¬ 
ren understand what the 
United States flag actual¬ 
ly stood for. 

One of the partners 
publishing the “Youth,” 
James B. Upham, want¬ 
ed every public school to 
hold a flag-raising cere¬ 
mony on Columbus Day, 
1892, the 400th anniver¬ 
sary of the discovery of 
America. 

The results of the pro¬ 
gram surpassed their 
fondest dreams since 
Benjamin Harrison, 
President of the United 
States, endorsed the plan 


born through valor 


History tells us that the Stars and Stripes 
is a development of an earlier flag, author¬ 
ized by the Congress in the fall of 1775, 
sometime in November, and known as the 
Congress Colors, the Grand Union Flag, and 
the Cambridge Flag. The Congress Colors 
included the same red and white stripes, 
signifying separation from the mother coun¬ 
try, but had the Union Jack of Britain in¬ 
stead of the blue field and white stars. 

The Navy was the first to fly the Congrws 
Colors, raising them on the first day of its 
own existence, December 3, 1775, when 
John Paul Jones, then senior lieutenant of 
the fleet and executive officer of Commodore 
Esek Hopkins’ flagship USS ALFRED, per¬ 
sonally raised the ensign to the gaff. The 
Navy fought many gallant actions under this 
flag. 

The devotion of John Paul Jones to the 
flag of his adopted nation, and the principles 
for which it stands, is best demonstrated in 
his determination, and sutcess, in gaining 
the recognition of a foreign country in the 
form of a salute to our Stars and Stripes. On 
February 14, 1778, after negotiations with 
French Admiral La Motte Picquet, Jones 
sailed USS RANGER into Quiberon Bay, 
near Lorient, France, where Picquet’s fleet 
was moored, rendered a salute to the French 
Admiral and in turn received one. The next 
day, he boarded the USS INDEPEND¬ 
ENCE, sailing in company with USS RANG¬ 
ER. rendered another salute and was again 
saluted in return. 

John Paul Jones left a great heritage to 
the United States Navy, and this devotion 
to the Stars and Stripes is a shining part of it. 


Out of the travail of our nation’s birth, in 
the midst of a bitter war for independ¬ 
ence, there emerged on June 14, 1777, our 
National Emblem, a beautiful flag combining 
the blue of vigilance, perseverance and jus¬ 
tice, with the white of purity, and the red of 
hardiness and valor, in a symbol of freedom 
that has lifted the hearts of Americans down 
through the years. 

It has been said that our Stars and Stripes 
is a “living" flag. It breathes vitality as it 
ripples in the breeze. It has exemplified vigor 
and endurance in proclaiming man s free¬ 
dom and his right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness through almost two cen¬ 
turies, It grows as our nation grows, adding 
a star for each new state taken into our 
Union, 

The Navy is closely involved in the his¬ 
tory of our flag. The records of the Conti¬ 
nental Congress, meeting in Philadelphia on 
June 14, 1777. reveal that the resolution 
authorizing the Stars and Stripes appears be¬ 
tween several naval matters, leading some 
historians to the belief that the resolution 
was proposed by the Marine Committee, 
which introduced all naval legislation. 

The name of John Paul Jones, revered as 
the father of the American Navy, is also 
closely linked to our flag. An order placing 
Jones in command of the new warship USS 
sentiments of a devoted ranGER was issued by the Congress the 
patriot toward his native same day the flag resolution was adopted.

Today, America’s love 
for frozen novelties and 
packaged ice creams has 
taken another upward 
surge, and the category 
now surpasses all others 
in the frozen foods in¬ 
dustry.
